Many montha ago a Commission was ap- 
+ pointed in Hongkang to inquire inte the al. 
loged corruption of the Police Fores by tho 
keepers of gambling agencies. The report of 
that Eomniesion haa never been publishad, 
but several caaea of corruption have been! 
fully proved, and that. it oxists, at lend in 
the Chinese section of the Force, is beyond 
all doubt. It would be intoresting and uses 
fu’ to know if (he Commission were able to 
avgortain to what extent it exists, and whether 
itis wholly confined to the Chinese, Our 
attention bas bevn ealied to this subject by 
the appearance of the report of a Commise 
sion appointed in Lhe Straita Settlements to 
enquire into the question of public gaibing 
nnd lotteries, The Commission consisted of 
’ thirteen members, and tbeir report is signed 
. by the whole number, three also. adding ri- 
ders. Naturally the cxtéut.te which -the 
honesty of the Potice Force was affected “pp 
the guinbling aystem formed part of the iow 
quiry of the Commiasion, and it appears that 
. they found avery deplorable state of affairsex-

Your Commiasionors are of opinion that it is quite 
imponsibla to distinguish this class of lottery from 
the Wabways or highor Icttarios fairly conduated, 
except in this—that it often reaches a claga highor in 
the social ecule thau the stakers at Wahways, Thoy 
aro noabls to sae that gambling in thia form is loss 
injurioua to gue class or another, and why it should 
bo lawfal for one alags, and not for tha other. They 
recommend that all parchates and ealve of tiokots, 
cithor directly or by agents, or through their instri. 
mentality, be declared illegal and void, ani subject 
tos penalty of five timés tho smount of the tiokot s0 
denlt with. This would not, of course, prevent thoss 
fow cases wheroastaker would purchase in Manila 
of the lottery keeper or agent there—an evil but 
cowparstively a amall one and which we do not think 
any loginlation could pravent—bnt it would prevent 
these tickots being brought to the doors of the publio,, 
and among them Government servants, na is now 
done; and by destroying the local agensy, would re- 
dace trandactions in these to the attainable minimam.

THE RECENT FIRE AT AMOY. 


TO THE EDITOR oF THE "DAILY PRESS.” ' 

Bin.—L presume it would not be uninteresting 
to your readors were I to supplemont the report 
published in your issue of the 13th inst. of tho 
Jate disastrous fito at Amoy which played auch 
a havoc, giving 9 weird, hideous, desolate appoar- 
ance to the Le-a-o-strest which but « fow short, 
days ago was the scene of gient bustle, life, and 
animation, Oe ay :

private manual, and assisted by Mesars, Vajifdar 
aud Shroff played 5 coutinuows stream of water 
on the godown in which the opinm was stored. Ag 
the fire proceeded to the east, in which direction 
Lsnd-abont-a-hundred-yarde-from-the.acone.of 4] 
fire, Messrs. D.D, Ola &.Co.'s yarn godown lay, 
Messrs. Vajifdar, Shroff, and Potigursh burried 
thithor and snocooded in removing their yarn to 
asafer place., These gentlemen, wore now-free 
to direst their undivided attention to the opiom 
godown referred to: above, which, fortunately, 
being newly and substantially built, waa the 
only place that remained’ standing to all out- 
‘word oppearanes unbort, to the joy and 
surprise of all, showing the site of their 
hong, of which not a vestige waa ‘left.
